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THE  CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT 


The  Executive  Committee  submit  the  seventy-eighth — 
and  last — Annual  Accounts  of  this  Hospital,  as  on  the  5th 
July,  1948,  the  Ministry  of  Health  takes  over  complete  control 
of  this  and  most  other  Hospitals  throughout  the  Country,  thus 
ending  three-quarters  of  a  century  of  devoted  and,  in  our 
submission,  successful  voluntary  service  in  the  interests  of  the 
sick  and  suffering  of  Wimbledon  and  district. 

During  this  period  there  have  inevitably  been  immense 
increases  in  population  as  well  as  phenominal  advances  in 
medical  science,  necessitating  corresponding  expansion  in  the 
services  of  the  Hospital  which  have  been  met  in  every  respect. 
The  greater  part  of  the  considerable  cost  involved  has  been  met 
throughout  the  years  by  the  generous  gifts  of  the  shillings  from 
the  poor,  to  the  thousands  of  pounds  from  the  rich  ;  and  from 
these  we  shall  hand  over  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  over 
£25,000  of  Investments  in  Trustee  Securities  together  with 
Land,  Buildings  and  Equipment  standing  in  the  Balance  Sheet 
at  nearly  £75,000  but  which  today  probably  represents  a 
much  higher  value. 

We  gratefully  remember  the  efforts  made  by  the  good 
friends  of  the  Hospital — many  of  whom  are  no  longer  with 
us — for  great  help  by  their  gifts,  their  work  and  their 
encouragement,  without  which  all  that  has  been  achieved 
would  have  been  impossible. 

The  unstinted  service  so  readily  given  by  the  Hon. 
Medical  Staff,  and  the  splendid  work  of  the  Nursing  Staff 
have  all  contributed  to  the  very  high  standard  of  the  Medical 
and  Nursing  record  of  this  Hospital. 

The  view  is  held  in  official  quarters  that  the  immense 
increase  in  costs  and  wages  could  not  be  met  under  the 
voluntary  system  and  that  the  assumption  by  the  State  of  all 
liabilities,  and  complete  control,  is  inevitable. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  under  the  new  regime,  the 
comfort  of  the  patients  and  the  efficiency  and  happiness  of  all 
the  staff  will  in  no  way  be  impaired. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  personally  thank  all  the 
members  of  the  Committee  for  the  unfailing  support  they 
have  given  me  throughout  m}/  period  of  Office  as  Chairman 
for  12  years,  also  for  the  valuable  help  I  have  at  all  times 
received  from  the  Matron  and  the  Secretary,  which  has  been  of 
the  greatest  possible  assistance  to  me  in  carrying  out  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  my  Office.
